A general election is being -held to- 
day in New Zealand.

It is thought that there would be 
little or no opposition to his visit and 
that on the contrary there would be 
considerable enthusiasm. 

The Liberal party: in Great Britain 
appear to be again putting forwar¢ 
proposals for an ‘alliance with tk 
Labour’ party againet the Conserva 
tives, but it is very doubtful if the 
Labour party will listen to any such 
proposal except on very stringent 
terms. The present Conservative 
government has a majority in the 
house of over 200 over the combined 
Labour and Liberal parties, 

The Empire Exhibition at Wembley 
weems certain to result in a heavy 
loss financially and the guarantors 
will be called on to pay nearly 75% 
of their guarantee. (On the other 
hand, {ft is hoped that there will be 


trade as the result of the Exhibition. 

There are reports that Mr. Baldwin. 
British Premier, has been incurring 
some hostility from his party on ac- 
count of his alleged leanings towards 
socialistic measures, but the reports 
do not appear to come from disin- 
terested sources. The Conservative 
majority being so large it is almoc 
inevitable that certain differences 
should appear in the party on minor

‘A new device is being tried by th’ 
Royal Air Force in Britain intended 
to prevent the stalling of aeroplanes 
through their speed being reduced 
below the limit of flying buoyancy.

angle to avoid a crash. 

The Turks have refused to appear 
before the Hague court of internation- 
al justice in connection with the Mo 
sul arbitration trial on the ground 
that the questions at issue are no’ 
legal but political.

lihood of the decision going against 
them, they wouid not accept the

Great Britain is reported to. be 
watching with close interest the ru- 
mored gathering of Turkish troops 
on the Mosul frontier. There is some 
talk of their having crossed French 
territory in Syria in order to reach 
the frontier, but this ig quite uncer- 
tain, and in view of the fact that 
much of the news from Burope at 
present is coming from sources quite 
obviously anti-French and anti-Im- 
perial, such statements must be ac- 
cepted with much reserve. It is ¢ 
matter for grave doubt whether Turk. 
ish resources and transportation fa- 
cilities will allow of the maintenance 
of a really large army on the Mosul 
frontier.

As was expeoted, the French gov- 
ernment has been  re-constituted 
under M. Painleve, the former Prime 
Minister. M. Caillaux, the finance 
minister, has dropped out of the cab- 
inet and M. Painleve takes his place 
as minister of finance as well as 
prime minister. None of the other 
ministers are very well-known men. 
The new government will have tc 
reckon witb the demand of the Soc- 
jalists for a capital levy of some fort. 


‘Events in Syria are causing grave 
concern amongst several of the lead- 
ing nations. ‘It is alleged that the 
bombardment of Damascus by th 
French was unnecessary and the re- 
sult of something like a panic on the 
part of the military author'ties. The 
reports as to the damage done are 
very conflicting, and Great Britain is 
officially asking France for an investi- 
gation and report on the circum 
stances. It has been suggested that 
the French warned their own natjonals 
to withdraw from the town before it 
was bombarded, but took no steps to 
warn other nations’ subjects. The 
United States is reported to be asking 
for compengation for damage to the 
property of its subjects, and Ameri- 
cans have been ordered by thelr own 
government to leave Damascus and 
the district. General Sarrail, the 
French governor, has been sending 
only the shortest and barest reports 
to his own government, which is very 
much in the dark as to what has real: 
ly happened. Sarrail wad in com- 
mand of the allied armies in Salonika 
for a time during the war, where hr 
gave the utmost offence to the other 
allies by his attitude, and he was aJso 
implicated in something like a plo: 
to upset the French government and 
set up a revolutionary government 
which would have made peace wit! 
Germany on adverse terms for France 
He was dismissed from his comman¢ 
by M. Clemenceau. His recall from 
Syria hag been demanded for some 
time past by M; Millerand and other 
French leaders, and the Government 
has recalled him to give an explana: 
tion. 

Colonel Mitchell, the United States 
air officer, is on trial by court-martia’ 
on account of his attacks on the ad- 
ministration of the air service. He 
pleaded, as one of his defences, the 
constitutional right of free speech in 
the United Stutes, but it has been held 
by the court that the right does not 
exist in the case of serving officers of 
the fighting forces. 


The Soviet government of Russia 
has reported that it has discovered 
a plot by the anti-Bolshevists, an¢ 
many persons have been arrested ir 
consequence of it. As it is almost 
certain that plots are continually be- 
Ing made against the Soviet govern- 
ment, it is quite likely this is correct. 


It is reported that the French am- 
bassador to the United States is to 
be changed. This is probably con- 
nected with the negotiations for the 
settlement of the French debt to th: 
United States. 


Danczo Teankoff, the brother of th 
Bulgarian Prime Minister, has been 
shot dead in the streets of Sofia, t* 
Bulgarian capital. The cause of hir 
murder was probably one of the r 
litical feuds which are rife in Bul- 
garia. 


In China, Chang Tso Lin, the Mar 
churian governor, thas checked his 
opponents and has captured the cit; 
of Haichow. 

In the meantime the revolution in 
Syria appears to be becoming conai4- 
erably more serious, and it looks ac 
if the French are likely to have to 
make a great effort to put it down. 
For the moment the facts of the situa- 
tion are, however, not at all claa-

will be a nominal republic or whether 
some one else will either be chosen 
ag Shah or will seize power by force. 


The Socialists having decided to re- 
fuse to support the new French gov- 
ernment, it is doubtful if it will be 
able to remain in power for any time 
at all.

FUMIGATING GREEN- 
HOUSES WITH 
TOBACCO 


Tobacco has other uses than through 
the pipe, cigar or cigarette. As Do- 
minton Bntcmologist Arthur Gibson 
and ‘his assistant, Mr. W. A. Ross, cay 
in their bulletin on “Insects Affecting 
Greenhouse Plants,” such insects as 
plant lice or aphis can be controled 
by fumigation with tobacco. There 
are various nicotine preparations tha‘ 
can be purchased, but these should be 
used strictly according to directiony, 
for there are some plants, such as the 
violet, that are subject to injury by 
tobacco fumigation. No general re- 
commendations can be given as to.the 
number of times houses should be thus 
fumigated. This ja a matter that the 
grower must decide for himself ac- 
cording to the extent and persistence 
of the infestation. In some houses, 
say Messrs. Gibson and Ros3, it may 
be necesary to fumigate only two or 
three times during the winter, while 
in other cases it may be necessary 
to perform the operation that number 
of timer within the week.

(Narrated by F. de C. Callender.) 


The outset of my stay on the Islands 
Soon 
after I came ‘there .the manager 
Young, whose place 'I was taking. be- 
came very seriously ill, and I myself 
was also laid up with fever. :I-attrib- 
ute ‘this malady mainly to the-un- 
suitable food and: inferior character 
of the water. On the tiny island 
where our headquarters were most 
unwisely placed, there was no fresh 
water to be got except by the catch- 


jing of rain water in the wet s*asen, 


and its preservation in great metal 
tanks. Such water was anything but 
good in quality, especially late in the 
dry season wher it was falling low in 
the tanks and had been stagnant for 
& considerable time. Not only had 
wo when living on the island at head- 
quarters to depend on this poor water, 
but the boats touching at the island 
from the various trading posts and our 
own little trading yacht had to take 
their water supply from the tanks, 
and in order to get it had to dip it out 
and carry it down to the jetty in 
buckets. It was altogether unhealthy, 
and: after I had recovered one of my 
first changes was to instal a piping 
system which linked up all the tanks 
and carried the water from them down 
to the jetty, so that the boats could 
be given their water supply direct 
from taps. However, that came later. 
First came the fever. I may say at 
once that the manager died of it. His 


} wife and two daughters nursed him, 


and a nephew, who was eupposed to 
be a  doctor—whether rightly or 
wrongly I do not know— also attend- 
ed to him; but their efforts were un- 
successful, and the poor fellow died. 
In the tropics burial follows death 
quickly of necessity, and he was bur- 
ied the same day as he died in a rude 
coffin made by the company‘s carpen- 
ter, the place of burial being the. little 
island. Ill though I was, I managed 
to struggle out of the bungalow to at- 
tend the burial service, and I was told 
afterwards ‘by some of the others who 
were present that their mental com- 
ments when they saw me standing at 
the grave side was that I myself would 
be the next to follow the manager. 

An attack of tropical fever in an out- 
of-the-way island, with little or no- 
thing in the way of medical necessi- 
ties available, or skilled attention, i¢ 
not enjoyable. I was quite delirious, 
and what I remember most was that 
I seemed to be laying bricks—endleas, 
countless numbers of bricks—in the 
blazing, tropical sunshine, with no 
purpose or hope of reaching the end 
of my task, The so-called doctor was 
perfectly useless. He came once, 
glanced at me carelessly, and said he 
was too busy looking after his uncle 
the manager to attend to me. Per- 
sonally I did not want his attention, 
which I feltwas likely to be more dam- 
aging than helpful. One of the store- 
men, however, of the company on the 
island had been a druggist in Aus- 
tralia before coming to the Solomons, 
and he was able to mix me some medi- 
cine from the official medicine chest 
which did me some good, while he 
also gave me the good advice to leave 
the bungalow, and get out to sea in 
the yacht. I did so, though it took all 
my strength to reach the yacht, and 
the comparatively cool, fresh air at 
gea helped me, while at another of 
the islands I got some mure medicine 
which finally dispelled the fever and 
put me back on the road to health. 

It was quite interesting work trad- 
ing with the natives. It was a primi- 
tive sort of trade that we did. We 
did not know their language at all, 
and they knew only a few words of 
“pigeon English,” so that gestures did 
duty to a large extent in our transac- 
tions in place of speech. One thing 
that surprised me wae to find that 
whenever land was bought from the 
natives by the company it was always 
paid for in good English sovereigns.

Most of 
such gold came back to the company 
very quickly in payment for company 
trading goods, and I am afraid that 
the natives did not always get full 
value for the return of their gold sov- 
ereigns.

He was afraid to go 
back into the canoe, and begged us to 
take him with us to our headquarters 
island, which we did, and kept him 
there for some time till he ventured 
to return to his own island. I do not 
know what the real cause of the 
trouble had been, but apparently his 
followers thought that he was betray- 
ing them to the white men, and were 
quite ready to kill him, and if they 
had ever got on board our yacht, they 
might have killed all of us too. After 
that incident the company ordered a 
couple of rifles for the yacht as an ad- 
ditional protection, and also saw to 
it that every white man on board had 
his revolver with him on the cruises, 
The thing that gave us a nasty sur- 
prise in this episode was the evidence 
it furnished of how the forest right 
down to the shore could be swarming 
with natives and yet no sign of them 
be visible to white men only 100 
yards off shore, while the way in 
which the big war canoe was got out 
and the speed with which it wag 
driven towards us were also revela- 
tions to me of the dangers to which 
we were exposed. I was told of one 
occasion on which a British warship 
was sent to one of these islands to 
give the natives a lesson on the folly 
of opposing us or using violence to 
white men. The _ ship lay off the 
coast a little way and sent a number 
of shells into the forest more or less 
at random. When the firing ceased, 
and the ship began to move off, those 
on board could see with telescopes 
that there had been a host of natives 
lying in the forest right at the edge 
of the shore. The ship’s shells had 
passed harmlessly over their heads 
into the empty forest, while they lay 
and watched the proceedings from the 
forest edge, entirely unseen and un- 
suspected by the warship. This skill 
in moving about the forests unseen 
gives the natives a great advantage 
over white men, if any attempt is 
made to send an armed expedition 
into the forests to punish them for 
anything, but, of counse, it is an old 
story that the savage is at-a great 
advantage over civilized troops when 
it comes to fighting in encumbered 
ground with which he is thoroughly 
familiar, and where long-range weap- 
ons and disciplined movements are 
not of much use. There are heavy 
penalties for the sale of flrearins to 
the natives, but it was generally be- 
lieved that German traders had .been 
selling rifles on quite an extensive 
scale. Bows and arrowe, ‘however, 
remained the ohief weapons, along 
with spears, of the natives, and the 
arrows were poisoned, so that a com- 
paratively slight wound with one of 
them was always liable to prove fatal. 
In addition to the natives the white 
men had to fear the attacks of mos: 
quitoes and malaria, the former being 
the usual cause of the latter. Such a 
syestem as our stagnant water supply 
in tanks was simply asking for both 
mosquitoes and malaria, and one of 
my local reforms was to screen in the 
tanks at the top, so as to prevent the 
mosquitoes getting at them. Another 
reform I introduced was the proper 
disposal of the tin cans in which so 
much of our food supply was taken. 
These cans thad formerly been left 
lying about the beach anyhow, and 
becoming more or less full of rain 
water, were magnificent breeding 
places for mosquitoes. I ‘had them all 
collected, taken out to sea and sunk 
well out, so that they should no longer 
be a menace to tthe health of the isl- 
and. There was plenty of scope for 
emall reforms of this kind, as I was 
more or less absolute ruler of my own 
little realm, and the other employees 
of the company recognized the fact. 
It was really a little unpleasant to 
see how as soon as my predecessor 
died, all the employees one after an- 
other drifted around to me and in an 
informal way intimated that they now 
recognized me as the local boss. It 
was something like the theory of “The 
King is dead. Long live the King.’ 
Only in my case I was so ill myself 
at the time that I had a pretty shrewd 
idea in my mind that they were won- 
dering who my successor was going 
to be when I followed poor Young. 
However, as I have mentioned, I pull- 
ed through and completed my term as 
manager without further trouble.

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THE LOCAL ELECTION 
RESULT 

The result of the election in this 
constituency was much as most peo- 
ple expected. Mr. Speakman’s return 
by a large but reduced majority can- 
not have surprised many electors. The 
contest in the constituency was car- 
ried om in a good spirit, with practic- 
ally nothing of bitternese or abuse and 
for that fact all three candidates de- 
serve full commendation.

He may take some Ssatisfac- 
tion from the fact that where he was 
best known he polled the most votes, 
which is a tribute to his personality. 
(Much the same remark applies to Mr. 
McKercher, the ‘Liberal candidate, 
who received very strong support in 
his own district of Olds. He conduct- 
ed his contest on strict party lines, 
and has left an impreesion behin. him 
of a kindly and pleasant candidate. 

Mr. Speakman, the re-elected mem- 
ber, is entitled to the sincere congrat- 
ulations of both his supporters and 
opponents. His speeches throughout 
the contest have been good clear 
moderate speeches, marked by a con- 
sistently high tone and uniform cour- 
tesy towards those who do not agree 
with ‘him. From the standpoint of 
local mattere he was a good and at- 
tentive member during his previous 
term of service, and will no doubt 
continue to be so now. Even those 
who differ from him in some of his 
opinions and opposed him in this elec- 
tion, and will do so again, recognize 
in him an excellent type of member, 
who is an asset to the public life of the 
country. If this constituency was not 
to have a Conservative to represent 
ft, it could not easily have found a 
better representative than Mr. Speak- 
man.

THE CONSERVATIVE 
PROVINCIAL POLICY 

(Mr. McGillivray, the leader of the 
Conservative Provincial party, two 
weeks ago stated the policy of the 
party at the nomination meeting here, 
when Mr. W. E. Payne, K.C., was 
nominated as the Conservative can- 
date fcr this constituency at the next 
provincial election. Mr. McGillivray’s 
speech, of which a report was given in 
last issue, was an exceedingly good 
one. It was quietly delivered and it 
was free from abuse of his opponents 
He paid just tribute to the honesty of 
the Farmers’ Party and the Farmere’ 
Government now in power. It is a 
matter for regret that such a tribute 
should be somewhat exceptional in 
Canadian party politics. 

Mr. McGillivray’s criticism of the 
Libera} and Farmer Governments was 
not unduly severe and was effective 
enough. In particular, his remarks 
about the destruction of the credit of 
the Province by the mortgage legisla- 
tion of the Liberal Government were 
entirely deserved. Even as emer- 
gency measures, the acts embodying 
the mortgage policy of the Liberals 
were harmful in their effects and es. 
sentially unsound and dishonest in 
principle. It is a pity that the Far- 
mers’ Government did not realise 
from the outset how unsound that 
legislation was and take immediate 
and drastic steps to repeal it, instead 
of the somewhat hesitating and re- 
luctant steps towards improvement 
which have been comparatively re- 
cently taken. As to the piling up of 
the public debt of the Province, there 
is little need to emphasize its indefen- 
sible character. 

On the constructive side of Mr. 
McGillivray’s policy he was on en- 
tirely sound ground wnen fhe said 
that population was one of the vital 
meeds, if not the most vital need, of 
Alberta at the present time. It ig not 
the slightest good for us to talk of 
the wonderful resources of our coun- 
try if we have no population with 
which to develop them. We shall be 
in the position of the men in rich gold 
districts who have found eg quan- 
tities of gold but are ord.

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the budget in the first year, but he 
did not go into any detail as to how 
this was to be done. This is a pity, 
because nothing is easier than for a 
party or its representatives to make 
auch a promise when appealing for 
election support without having any 
solid plan in their minds by which 
their promise can be carried out. It 
would be well for the Conservatives, 
through Mr. McGillivray or any other 
of their leaders, to lay before the pub- 
lic something like a detailed pro- 
gramme of edonomy, showing just 
how they propose to balance the bud- 
get. Mr. McGillivray had evidently 
studied the public accounts of the 
Province closely, and should therefore 
be familiar with points at which he 
considers the necessary economies 
can be effected. If he does not give 
such details, he will expose himself 
and his party to the forcible criticism 
from their opponents that they are 
merely repeating stale old platitudes 
and are really no more capable of re- 
ducing expenditure than either of the 
other parties. 

Further, Mr. McGillivray, in criti- 
cigsing the Farmers’ Government for 
its additions to the public debt and 
its failure to balance the budget, did 
not go into the question of what 
sort of expenditure had been incurred 
and what public works, if any, had 
been carried out with the money bor- 
rowed on the public credit. Genuine 
productive development work done 
with money so borrowed, might be 
considerably more justifiable than 
money recklessly and _  wastefully 
spent, and In fairness to his oppon- 
ents, and still more in juetice to the 
public, who have to pay the taxes, Mr. 
McGillivray would do well to go into 
this on future occasions. 

He also did not explain how far 
the increased expenditure of the Far- 
mers’ Government was due to the 
payment of interest on an added pub- 
lic debt or to more expensive admin- 
istrative expenditure. That also is 
a point on which light should be given 
to the public. 

If the Farmers’ Government has 
succeeded in reducing administrative 
expenditure, and has failed to balance 
its budget merely because of the add- 
ed interest which it has to find on 
public debt, it is perhaps less to blame 
than might be at first thought. On 
the other hand, there is no ground for 
the defence put forward by the Far- 
mers’ representatives that the debt 
position of Saskatchewan, for in- 
stance, ought not to be compared with 
that of Alberta, because Saskatche- 
wan has no railway or telephone debt. 
If Alberta’s railways or telephones 
were highly remunerative enterprises, 
there might be something in that de 
fence, but at the present moment 
they are not so, nor do they appear 
Hkely to become so in the near fu- 
ture, while there is no question as to 
the burden whlich they represent on 
the taxpayers of the province. On 
this score the Congervative criticism 
is more effective than the defence 
made by the Farmers’ representatives. 

Mr. McGillivray is making a very 
favourable impression throughout Al- 
berta ag the Conservative leader. It 
is at least possible that he would 
make an even more favorable im. 
pression if he showed himself willing 
to rise above party considerations 
and at least make to the Farmers’ 
Government something in the nature 
of an offer of co-operation and help 
rather than opposition. If that offer 
were refused, then the Conservatives 
could appeal to the public for support 
in their undoubtedly sound general 
policy with greatly added effective- 
ness. 

There would seem to be no doubt 
that the Farmers’ Government has 
not shown the business grip and vision 
which was necessary for the Province, 
and in this respect the Conservatives, 
as now led, appear to have a consider- 
able advantage. On the other hand, 
the honesty and earnestness of the 
Farmers’ Government are a really 
freat merit, and it would seem, there- 
fore, to be a pity that these two par-. 
ties should engage in anything like 
the ordinary partisan struggle for 
power. Is there not room for some- 
thing like a compromise between 
them by which they should, at least 
to some extent, combine to put their 
united strength at the service of the 
people of Alberta, especially as there 
does not appear to be any sign of 
improvement on the part of the Lib. 
erals, who made such a discreditable 
mess of their long lease of power in 
the Province? 


GREECE, BULGARIA 
AND THE LEAGUE 


Even up till a few years ago the 
events of the last fortnight in the Bal- 
kans would have been regarded as 
of the utmost seriousnes for Europe 
and the world. The Balkans were the 
powder magazine of Europe. It was 
the spark struck out there by the 
murder of the Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand in 1914 which caused the great 
explosion of the world war. The situ- 
ation has for the present altered. The 
Balkans are still full of inflammable 
material, but Europe has altered, and 
both Europe and the world are still 
too wet with the blood of tle years 
beween 1914 and 1918 to take fire 
easily. 

The recent flare-up between Greece 
and Bulgaria seems to be one more 
Instance of the apparently inextingu- 
ishable hatreds that rage in the Bal- 
kans and centre round thatland of 
unhappy memories, Macedonia. In 
south-eastern Macedonia the popula- 
tion is 60 mixed between Serbs, Bul- 
gars and Greeks that it is easy for 
any of the three nations to make a 
laim to it if they want, and easy

The result has been the formation, 
both in Macedonia and over its bor- 
ders in Bulgaria of Macedonian com- 
mittees, aiming at either an autono- 
mous Macedonia or its union with 
Bulgaria. These committees act 
through armed bands of varying size, 
who range all over the country, com: 
mitting outrages of various kinds on 
the inhabitante of different nationali- 
ties from ‘their own, and on the repre- 
sentatives of the Serbian and Greek 
governments. The Serbians have had 
more trouble than the Greeks with 
these bands, there being more of 
‘Macedonia in Serbian hands than in 
Greek, but the Greeks have had their 
share of the trouble also. Another 
source of friction lies in the fact that 
large numbers of Bulgars, because of 
either actual or anticipated persecu- 
tion at the hands of the Serbian or 
Greek governments, have fled into 
Bulgarian territory, and naturally 
look back with longing to the land 
they ‘have left, and with hatred of its 
present rulers. What with bands of 


‘refugees and armed frontier patrols 


consumed with bitter mutual hatred, 
it is not surprising that there are con- 
gtant frontier incidents and constant 
bad feeling between the peoples and 
government of the three countries 
It was apparently some such frontier 
incidents which precipitated the quar- 
tels between Greece and Bulgaria. 

Bulgaria is still more or less a dis- 
armed nation under the terms of the 
treaty which followed the Great War. 
Greece, on the other hand, ig a nation 
governed by a military oligarchy, 
headed by General Pangalos, a capable 
but hot-tempered and ambitious sol- 
dier. The Greek army has plenty to 
remember against the Bulgarians, and 
it has also to Clear its reputation of 
the stain left on it by the disaster at 
the hands of the Turks in Asia Minor 
three years ago. As soon, therefore, 
as an incident bearing even the ap- 
pearance of Bulgarian aggression oc- 
curred, the Greek military government 
seems to have snatched eagerly at the 
chance of paying off old scores against 
a weakened enemy and of gaining a 
cheap military triumph. 

Fortunately, the League of Nations 
intervened promptly and vigorously 
in response to the Bulgarian appeal, 
and fortunately the Greeks seem to 
have realized that they would be well- 
adviged to listen to the League’s ad- 
vice and stop the advance of their 
army into Bulgaria. It is at least poss- 
ible that a hint that the Turks were 
getting ready to take a hand in the 
game on behalf of Bulgaria may have 
had a share in inducing tthe Greeks 
to obey the orders of the League. At 
any rate war seems to have been 
averted for the time being, though 
some lives have been lost and some 
damage done, and further smoulder- 
ing national hatreds stirred up in the 
course of the few days of Greek inva- 
sion. It looks as if the League had 
demonstrated its usefulness under fa- 
vorable circumstances as an inter- 
national peacemaker. It is to be 
hoped that it can be equally useful 
hereafter if occasion arises when the 
disputants are not merely a couple of 
comparatively weak and _ semi-bank- 
rupt nations. 


THE VERDICT OF 
THE DOMINION 

The result of the General Election 
may ‘be described as a defeat for the 
Liberals, a striking revival of Con- 
servative strength, the reduction of 
the Progressives to a small but very 
important faction, and a decisive vic- 
tory for nobody. The Conservatives 
have just failed to secure a majority 
of the whole House, and in view of 
the free trade policy of the Progres- 
sives, that failure must make it prac- 
tically impossible for them to carry 
out anything like the policy laid down 
by Mr. Meighen in his election con- 
test. On the other hand, the Liberals 
are in a hopeless minority. Only by 
a complete surrender to the Progres- 
sives can they command a precarious 
majority. It is this fact which has 
brought the reduced Progressive party 
into a position of increased effective 
strength. They can either dismiss the 
Liberals into impotent opposition or 
maintain them, if not actually in 
power, at least im a position to neu 
tralize the Conservatives altogether. 

So far as individual results are 
concerned, the one outstanding fea 
ture—and an eminently satisfactory 
one—ig the defeat of Mr. Mackenzie 
King and the majority of the Cabinet 
He can no doubt find another seat in 
Quebec, which has remained nearly 
solidly Liberal, but the fact of such 
a wholesale rejection of Prime Min- 
ister and colleagues is highly signi- 
ficant of what English-speaking Can- 
ada thinks of a Prime Minister whose 
whole policy and behaviour§ ahs 
throughout bore the stamp of anti- 
Imperialism, if not actually of anti- 
Canadianism. Probably a quite con- 
siderable section of the Liberal party 
would be glad to see Mr. Mackenzie 
King resign the leadership of the 
party, but such a self-denying action 
is not very likely. 

The whole result is not a good one 
from the country’s standpoint. It 
leaves the country in a position of 
uncertainty. No party can carry ‘it 
the policy it advocates and wishes to 
carry out. As a result something like 
political stagnation will probably set 
in until another election is held,, 
which will give a clear majority to 
one or other of the parties. Business 
will almost inevitably suffer from 


ing to a working compromise, they 
might carry out a number of meas- 
ures of value to the country on a non- 
party basis, as was done to a limited 
extent during the short period when 
the Labor Government held power in 
Great Britain with less than a third 
of the House of Commons and hardly 
any representatives in the House of 
Lords, but in the present case this 
does not seem ‘to be possible. 

It looks almost inevitable that there 


will be negotiations between the Gov- 
ernment and the Progressives, and 


unless these prove definitely produc- 
tive of agreement, the Liberals must 
resign, either at once or, as was done 
by the Conservative Government of 
Britain consequent on the Protection 
election of two years ago, after meet- 
ing the House and failing to receive 
a vote of confidence. 
the Conservatives, as the largest 
party, would naturally be called on 
to form a government, woul’ probably 
be almost immediately beaten in the 
House of Commons, and another eec- 
tion would then take place. of 
course, there is another solution. Mr. 
Mackenzie King during his election 
contest said that he would resign un- 
less he had a clear working majority 
in the new House. He may regign at 
once. He may not. 

In any event it looks as if this elec- 
tion was the end of the Progressives 
as a party of strength in any: way 
comparable to that of the two main 
parties. They may linger on for a 
time, and such a eituation as the 
present may supply an artificia! atim- 
ulant to their life for the time being, 
but it seems as if their day is over as 
a Dominion party, and they may be 
expected to assume more or _ less 
gradually the position of a free trade 
wing of Liberalism or an interesting 
but extinct politica’ pheromenon.

The regular meeting of the Rei 
Deer School Board wag held on Mon- 
day evening. The chairman, W. F. 
Payne, presided, and Trustees Berry, 
Broughton and Stephenson wer pres- 
ent, with Principals Locke and Welsh 
and Secretary Pamely. 

The following accounts were approv- 
ed for payment: Allberta Government 
Telephone Department, $4.65; West- 
ern General Electric Co., $23.41; 
Gaetz-Cornett $30.90; E. G. John & 
Co., $8.25; Russell Hardware, $8.00; 
Porter's Pharmacy, $6.90; Depart- 
ment of Public Works, $7.50; City of 
Red Deer, $17.50; Manitoba Free Press 
$2.25; Edmonton Journal, $4.20; Cal- 
gary Herald, $4.50;; Advocate, Red 
Deer, $14:20; News, Red Deer, $2.60. 

The formal resignation of Mr. Locke 
as Principal of the schools was read, 
in which Mr. Locke expressed his re- 
gret at severing his association with 
the board and his thanks to the board. 
his staff and the pupils for their cour- 
teous amd friendly attitude towards 
him while in Red Deer. The board 
expressed their sincere regrt at Mr. 
Locke’s departure, and felt that some- 
thing more than a stereotyped reso- 
lution to that effect should be passed. 
Mention was also made of the loss 
which the school staff waa suffering 
through the resignation of Miss Gert- 
rude Smith, who ‘has given such cheer- 
ful and valuable service during her 
membership of the staff. 

The Edmonton school board sent 
for the consideration of the board a 
resolution to the effect that in respect 
of non-resident High School pupils 
each board should receive at least 
$75 per year, to be paid preferably 
by the Provincial Government. Some 
discussion took place as to this reso- 
lution. It was reckoned that each 
High School pupil cost the Red Deer 
board at least $88 per year at the 
lowest estimate, and the amount now 
received in respect of them is only 
$30 up to Grade XII and $40 in Grade 
XII. It was decided to endorse the 
resolution of the Edmonton board. 

A resolution was passed that Miss 
BE. Irving should be paid one tenth 
each month of her sick leave pay with 
the balance at the end of June. 

It was reported that on acount of 
serious illness Miss Sinnett would not 
be able to take the post of teacher 
in the North Red Deer school whit 
had been given to ‘her. It is expected 
that 'Miss Conquest of Calgary will be 
teacher instead of Miss Sinnett. 

Some discusion took place as to 
the new electric globes in the Assem- 
bly room, the opinion being that thev 
lid not give enough light, and would 
have to be replaced by others.

Here and There 


In tne last fiscal year 3,843 home- 
stead entries were granted in the 
Prairie Provinces, aggregating an 
approximate area of 614,880 acres, 
while, in addition, 719 soldier grants 
of 113,600 acres, make up a grand 
total of 728,480 acres so settled. 


In 1915 Canada exported no wheat 
to China. In 1918 she sent only eight 
bushels to Japan. In 1924 China 
imported over 5,000,000 bushels of 
Canadian wheat and over 1,500,000 
barrels of flour, while Japan took 
7,000,000 bushels of wheat and 110,- 
000 barrels of flour. It is predicted 
these figaires will be well beaten for 
the current year. 


The Grand Challenge Cup, emble- 
matic of the First Aid Championship 
of the entire system of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, will be competed for 
at the Place Viger Hotel, Montreal, 
November 15. The champions in a 
knock-out competition among East- 
ern and Western teams respectively, 
will fight it out for the trophy. 


Plans are already being laid to 
make the 1925 Eastern International 
Dogsled Derby an even greater suc- 
cess than in any previous year, and 
it is reported that the prize money 
will be considerably increased next 
winter, with the object of attracting 
more teams and mushers from the 
West and the United States. 


Fire Prevention Week, October 
4-10, was observed throughout the 
Dominion, and to mark the sense of 
the importance of the occasion Mr. 
Grant Hall, vice-president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, broadcast 
an appeal by wire to every officer 
and employee of the system “to co- 
operate as in the past and set a good 
example by thoroughly cleaning up 
all premises.” 


Canada’s great outlook, says a re- 
cent issue of the London Outlook, is 
that she wants more people, but of 
the right type, namely, steady agri- 
cultural workers with enterprise, 
initiative and endurance. Enthusias- 
tic letters from emigrants under the 
joint scheme of settling 3,000 famil- 
ies in Canada are bound to have their 
healthy effect on relatives and 
friends dissatisfied with their lot in 
England. 


E. F. L. Sturdee, general Pas- 
senger Agent for the Orient of the 
C.P.R., with headquarters at Hong 
Kong, has been appointed Assistant 
General Passenger Agent of the sys- 
tem at Montreal. His duties com- 
menced here in October. He was re- 
lieved of his other work owing to 
ill-health, but the climate of Canada 
soon restored him to physical well- 
being. He has a long record of ser- 
vice with the C.P.R., dating back to 
his first appointment at Saint John 
in 1894. ) 


Sixty bushels of wheat at every 
tick of the clock is the rate at which 
the Canadian Pacific Railway have 
carried the grain into the elevators 
this season. To keep up this unpre- 
cedented rush, it has been necessary 
to move one car-load of grain out 
of Winnipeg at every one minute 
and twenty-three seconds of the 
twenty-four hour day. Grain de- 
livered at the head of the lakes by 
the Canadian Pacific in September 
alone would fill a fleet of 200 ships, 
each with a cargo of 200,000 bushels. 


Back from an extended tour of 
inspection over the ‘company’s west- 
ern lines, E. W. Beatty, chairman 
and president of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, found a very marked 
improvement in the West as com- 
pared with that which had existed 
when he last went across the coun- 
try. He thought the spirit of the 
people was much more optimistic 
and with very good reason since he 
considered it safe to say that 380,- 
000,000 bushels was not too high an 
estimate for the total Canadian 
wheat yield this year.

CAR LOADINGS REACH

The rising trend in our loadinge of 
revenue freight of Canadian railways 
culminated in the last week of the 
third quarter, when the 1925 record 
number of 76.439 cars were loaded, 
more than 3,000 over the previous 
week and’10,379 more tham the corre- 
sponding week last year.

Investigations conducted up to the 
present seem to indicate that Reward 
is lesa able to thrive under severe 
drought conditions than is Garnet. As 
a matter of fact, no new variety 
should ‘be sown on a large scale on 
any farm before being thoroughly 
tested im comparison with a standard 
sort such as Marquis for a year or two 
at least. 

Neither Garnet nor Reward have, 43 
yet, been placed on the market, al- 
though it is not unlikely that the for- 
mer may be introduced before next 
spring’s seeding. ‘There will not be 
sufficient seed of Reward for at least 
two or three years to permit of its 
being offered for sale, even though 
its evaluation were completed. In the 
case of Garnet final decision ag to its 
introduction awaits this winter’s mill- 
ing and baking tests. It is expected, 
however, that these will be satisfac- 
tory. ‘Should this variety be intro- 
duced this year, it is likely that a 
limit will have to be set as to tthe 
number of bushels any one man can 
purchase. The exact limit will de- 
pend upon the number of applications 
received up to a certain date.

ever, several have seen the machine 
in operation at Oliver, near Edmonton, 
and have declared their entire satis- 
faction with it. 

The machine, which is considerably 
improved and lightened over the first 
model, is attached to the top of the 
grain separator and cleans the grain 
free of weed seeds and small grain 
before it goes to the bin or wagon. 

The device weighs some 650 sounds 
and is driven by a belt from the beater 
shaft. Only from 1 to 1% horse power 
is necessary to drive the machine, and 
it has a capacity sufficient to permit 
it to handle the run of grain from any 
make of separator now in operation 
in the west. The excessive amount 
of vibnation, which was an undesir- 
able factor in the first model of the 
invention, has now been successfuily 
overcome. It is expected that the 
provincial department will direct the 
marketing of the machine next season, 
on a basis that will make it easily pes- 
sible for separator men to finance. 

The invention is declared by yrain 
men and farmers to be the greatest 
step forward yet taken in the control 
of weeds on the farms and the reduc- 
tion o dockage in the marketing of 
the grain. In the demonstrations con- 
ducted the machine has reduced dock- 
age in wheat from the usual amount 
of from 5 to 8 per cent to less than 1 
per cent. This would mean the sav- 
ing in dockage alone of anything from 
6 to 14 cents a bushel, acording to 
grade. A saving of 6 cents a bushel 
alone on the entire wheat crop of the 
province would mean the saving of 
from five to six millions of dollars to 
the farmers on the basis of the esti- 
mate of the 1925 crop. In addition to 
thie saving, there is of course the 
saving in freight on the dockage, 
which costs the western farmer thou- 
sands of dollars every year.. Further- 
more, the operation of the mach-ne 
makes it possible for the farmcr to 
keep his screenings right on his own 
farm for feeding purposes, and this 
in turn prevents the spread of weed 
seeds which has been responsible for 
the growth of the weed menace In 
the west. Th feeding value of the 
screenings is estimated as high as 50 
cents a bushel in some cases.

A Message from his ‘Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Alberta, Pres!- 
dent of the Alberta Division, Can- 
adian Red Crows. 

People of Alberta: 

Citizenship is a birthright of free- 
dom and justice. With it is carried 
many honors and privileges as well 
as many responsibilities. True citi- 
zenship is the recognizing of its sacred 
duties, and not the living of a self- 
centred life, wrapped up in the wel- 
fare of self and family, oblivioue to 
the needs of our neighbors. The sa- 
cred duties of citizenship embrace the 
rendering of assistance to those less 
fortunate than ourselves, and to those 
in distress in times of disaster or epi- 
demic. We must see that our pion- 
eers in outlying districts are provided 
with properly equipped ‘hospitals, and 
that they have the ministration of 
murses, properly qualified and ade- 
quately trained. We should see that 
a proper crusade of health education 
is maintained, so! that preventable 
digeases will be avoided. 

All these things cannot be accom- 
plished by a single individual. They 
cannot be accomplished by the Health 
suthorities, or even by legislation 
alone, but they can be brought about 
by the sympathy, the whole-hearted 
goodwill and the financial swpport of 
all our people enthusiastically «nlist- 
ed in a crusade for better living con- 
ditions. To be of service, this support 
must be effectively and efficiently or- 
ganized and administered. I firmly 
believe the Red Cross offers the most 
effective channel for the direction of 
such service. 

The activity of the Alberta Red 
Cross in establishing and maintai ing 
Outpost Hospitals 9. very commend- 
able and praiseworthy. Already five 
of these institutions have been estab- 
lished and are rendering inestimable 
service to the familtes of the pioneers 
residing within the zone of their ac- 
tivities. They are a perfect Gcedsend 
to the women and children who ¢ther- 
wise would be without trained assist- 
ance during the critical period of 
their lives. The lives of many women 
and infants thave been saved by the 
timely ministration of the Red Cross 
nurse at the Outpost Hospital. These 
outposts ‘act in a dual capacity, per- 
forming the functions of hoth a has- 
pital and a health centre, helping to 
improve the condition of those sick, 
and assisting in maintaining th2 health 
of those who are well. 

The Red Cross is an unselfish ser- 
vice intelligently administered, but it 
requires your assistance to enable it 
to carry on its good work and to ex- 
tend the scope of its activities into 
districts where they are urgently 
needed. 

In making this appeal tu the people 
of Alberta, I do so with the firm con- 
viction that it will not fall upon deaf 
ears. I appeal to you to shelp the 
Red Cross “carry on.” There {s ur- 
gent need for funds. With the ap- 
proach of winter will come the calls 
for help. Nursing service and outpost 
hospitals must be maintained, the cru- 
sade of good health must go on. 
Everybody can help. Even if the do- 
nations are small, their numbers will 
swell them imto a gr2at sum. 

On “Red Cross Day’ I want a spe- 
cial effort made by every community 
in Alberta. There are numerous ways 
in which funds can be raised.

All that Is needed 
is a real willing worker actuated by 
the desire to help the less fortunate 
within our midst. What are you will 
ing to do?
